MEMORIAL FOR OUR HEROES 



ALL LOCAL ORGANIZATIONS INVITED TO CO-OPERATE 



Tho. Homo Guards have started a 
movement wliieh will insure a proper 
reception home to our boys who return 
and the erection in Xarberth of a me- 
morial in memory of the Xarhcrth men 

who gave their lives in the great world 
war of 1014-1S. 

Tho preliminary plans as arranged by 
Captain Harry Hartley, Postmaster 
Haws. H. C. Gam and Hon. Fletcher W. 
Stites and approved by the officers and 
members of the Home Guard are briefly 
as follows: A "Thank" Box will soon 
bo delivered to each home in Xarhcrth 
by members of tho Home Guard. This 
box will be suitably inscribed and is 
to receive the contributions of the fam- 
ily. It is requested that the little 
"Thank" Box be kept in a prominent 
place where all will see it, including 
visitors who may wish to contribute to 
tho fund. By this method every man, 
woman and child will have an oppor- 
tunity to give something to a permanent 
memorial to our heroic dead. They 
will have the privilege of showing their 
thanks to the boys who went forth to 
war to perpetuate democracy and to 



have gloriously accomplished, and in 
doing so have earned our thanks and 
gratitude to a degree in which it will 
be hard for us to do them sufficient 
honor. Let us think seriously of the 
privilege given us to honor these boys 
who have sacrificed so much for us. Let 
us not forget those who gave their 
young lives that this and other coun- 
tries might not come under the iron 
heel of despotism. Lot us try to be 
worthy of the sacrifice they have made 
and show our gratitude without stint. 
The "Thank" Boxes will be left in 
the homes for about six weeks, or until 
shortly after the New Year, when they 
will be collected by Home Guards in 
uniform. The funds will be turned 
over to Postmaster Edward S. Haws, 
treasurer. 

In the meantime a General Commit- 
tee will be formed consisting of otic 
member from each local organization to 
co-operate with the Committee of the 
Home Guards, which will consist of the 
officers of that organization. The Gen- 
eral Committee will have to decide the 
kind of memorial, the cost, where to be 
located, and arrange for anv further

Workers Needed to Make Garments for 

Refugees — Soldiers' Clothes to 

Be Repaired. 



Narberth's Surgical Dressing Depart- 
ment Closes with Remarkable 
Record. 

No more surgical dressings will be 
required by the Red Cross. Xarberth 
went over the top by completing 5S.G37 
large dressings and 3,150 muslin bags 
since July 1, 1017. 2.S00 front-line 
packets, each packet, containing 15 
dressings, were completed in the work- 
room since April 2, 191S, and the group 
of Fairview workers, who met at the 
home and under the direction of Mrs. 
Charles W. Young, made 2,SO0 muslin 
bags in tho sumo time. This group of 
faithful workers completed over 4,000 
bags and 1,000 muslin bandages. 

There should be no falling off in 
workers because this department is 
closed. Those who have so diligently 
worked to make this fine record should 
turn their attention to tho garment 
making department. 

Tho Bed Cross Room will be open 
every Monday night and all day Tues- 
day and Wednesday, and workers are 
needed more than over either to run 
tho machines or do simple hand sew- 
ing. 



The desperate condition of the people 
in the war-ridden countries of Europe 
requires the Pod Cross to supply them 
with clothing. 

Our soldiers and nurses overseas will 
need all sorts of warm clothing and 
knitted articles. 

The reclamation department has gar- 
ments and socks to be mended and 
workers are needed to take the work 
home. 

Xarberth has made such a wonderful 
record it is to lie hoped that all the 
war workers will continue to come to 
the Ped Cross Room and the peace work 
will keep up Xarberth 's good reputa- 
tion.

Tho Boy Scouts of Delaware and 
Montgomery Counties were not satis- 
fied to remain idle, so that when the 
great world war was declared at an 
end they began to look around for 
other things to do to be of service to 
the Government as well as to the com- 
munity, and so discovered an enemy that 
had entered in our very midst in the 
form of the Tent Caterpillar. 

These posts fasten themselves upon 
tho trees and cause thousands of dol- 
lars' worth of damage in the spring. 
Going along the roads in tho counties 
one can see the trees full of largo fluffy 
nests which these pests construct. 

Realizing tho danger this will moan 
to the community, Mr. Winthrop Sar- 
gent, President of the Delaware and 
Montgomery Scouts, has declared war 
upon tho enemy. Tho attack will start 
Saturday morning, December 7th, and 
continue all day. 

Two thousand Scouts will respond to 
his call to arms, their weapons being 
kerosene torches, made of old tin cans 
or saturated rags on tho end of long 
bamboo poles. The Scouts will burn all 
tho nests they can find. Each troop of 
Scouts will be in charge of an adult 
Scoutmaster who will see that the work 
is properly done and that special pre- 
cautions are taken to prevent fires. 

The people in Delaware and Mont- 
gomery Counties can help considerably 
in this work if they will write the 
Scoutmaster in their town informing 
him of the places where the pests are.

At one period of tho recent war there 
was a considerable controversy in Eng- 
land as to whether the tremendous fil- 
ing of guns in Flanders and tho north- 
ern section of France did not bring 
about the abundant rainfall that had 
then been experienced in the southeast- 
ern part of England. 

Perhaps it was this controversy that 
stirred a rain faker to get busy last 
February in California. He influenced 
commercial bodies of small cities and 
contracted for $1,000 for every inch 
of rain fall in April, five inches being 
the limit. Tho faker instituted a great 
publicity campaign. Sulphuric acid 
was bought, and citizens liberated hy- 
drogen gas by pouring the diluted acid 
on zinc. Hundreds of dollars were spent 
w iihotit any result. 

Rain fakers disregard physical laws 
and exercise psychological methods that 
sound plausible enough to those who are 
captivated by a good talker and accept 
assertions as if they were positive 
facts. 

Years ago Paris, Texas, had an in- 
teresting and diverting time with one 
of these fakers. Clouds were shot at, 
peppered for dear life in order that tho 
concussion would cause the moisture in 
I he clouds to fall as rain drops. 

In the dry fall of I!)15 one of these 
rain fakers actually obtained a con- 
tract from the City Council of San Diego 
for $10,000 to produce rain in January. 
The weather had been exceedingly dry, 
otherwise who would have listened to 
Ins plausibilities? 

"No rain, no pay," is an attractive 
slogan and has caused a good many 
hands to reach for their pocket books, 
to pay for the fakers' "expenses in ad- 
vance." 

Rain is the most capricious of all the 
elements to forecast, and even the most 
able of meteorologists will frequently 
forecast it wrong. 

Naturally if a rain faker will keep 
on keeping at it rain will fall some time 
or other and he will promptly claim that 
it was tho result of his efforts.

If he had 
the former he could see tho advertis- 
ing value of the innovation; if ho had 
the latter he would put on a football 
suit and take his chance in the scrim- 
mage. Tho town has not grown a great 
deal since the new Federal Building 
was opened, yet I have seen denser 
throngs than before, and come in con- 
tact with six times as many corns and 
sharp elbows. It gives us a decidedly 
metropolitan aspect. 

I meant to conclude with a quotation, 
but failing to find one sufficiently cut- 
ting, write this: 

There's an irresponsible Cub, 

A port editorial sub, , 

To whom I would saj 
You are getting too gay 

When you hint the Postmaster's a dub. 

I don't like that; it's bad poetry and 
it lacks punch. I wish to hand this 
Cub something that will make him feel 
sorry for himself. This may be better:

Tho jam, don't you see, 
Makes our town seem to be 
A much bigger burg than before.
